Unfortunately for us Americans, | 
the sycamore tree of which the 
crib was made is not the same syca- | 
more tree we know in the United | 
States—the very familiar button-| 
wood or plane tree, with the bark | 
which peels off all year ‘round. | 
Instead. it is the sycamere of Pale 
tine, really a kind of fig tree This | 
tree, which grows in a rather twist- 
ed fashion. is nevertheless used a 
great deal for construction in its 
native land. Some attempts have 
been made to grow it in southern 


Florida. and it is known as Phar- 
oah’s Fig 


The six pieces of sycamore sup- 
ported the actual manger, Which 
of course was originally designed 
for feeding animals The manger 
is thought to have been made of 
the same sort of soft limestone as 
the very cave or stable in which 
Christ was born. Our usual replli- 
cas, which show the stable as a 
sort of thatched cottage made of 
wooden timbers, is not very accur- 
ate. Bible scholars believe that 
Mary and Joseph went out some 
distance from town when they 
found they could not get a hotel 
room in Bethlehem, and made 
themselves at home in a sort of
